Shower Baths for Cattle 


Shower baths are providing artificial sweat- 
ing for some beef cattle the hot Imperial 
Valley. Through cooperative project, re- 
search men the University California 
agricultural experiment station and the 
U.S.D.A. are applying the principle the 
desert cooler cattle management. 

Because domestic cattle have few functional 
sweat glands and thus little cooling from per- 
spiration, they are unable maintain heat 
balance torrid temperatures. 

provide the cooling effect evaporating 
moisture, the scientists have set “douser- 
chutes,” through which the cattle must pass 
the way and from the loafing shades and 
the pasture. 

simple and inexpensive device—an elec- 
tric eye—controls the overhead spray for each 
animal going through the chute. 

Evaporation the water lowers the body 
temperature, and increases the animal’s com- 
fort. result, the appetite improved, 
more pasturage consumed, and fleshing 
increased. 

the basis limited data “doused” ani- 
mals during the summer 1949 gained 
per cent more weight than check animals man- 
aged identically, except that they did not re- 
ceive the spray. 

The studies are being continued with the 
hope developing practical method that can 
more generally employed throughout the 
Valley. successful, would contribute 
more efficient use the abundant pasture and 
thus reduce the amount hay harvested.

Milk Cow Test Tube 


The atomic age has developed new use for 
the plain milk cow. Scientists the Atomic 
Energy Commission project the Davis cam- 
pus the University California are using 
the milk cow test tube laboratory where 
nutrients containing tracer elements are syn- 
thesized later used for feeding studies 
other animals. 

Radioactive tracers are injected into the 
cow’s blood stream. Her high metabolism rate 
turns them over very rapidly. Milk sugar, 
butterfat, and proteins containing them are 
synthesized within few hours. Through the 
milk produced, the isotopes then become avail- 
able for research. other words, the cow 
provides simple and practical method for 
binding isotopes organic compounds.—From 
College Agriculture, University Califor- 
nia, Davis. 


Artificial Insemination for 
Dairy Herds 


high conception rate one the most 
important factors the efficiency dairy 
herd management. Five Central California 
counties are approaching this goal, according 
report artificial insemination presented 
the recent annual meeting the directors 
the California Dairy Breeders, Inc., held 
the campus the University California 
College Agriculture, Davis. 

The average rate for the first half 1950, 
with more than 3000 cows, was increased 
per cent over that the same period last year. 
1949 the average number conceptions 
based 60- 90-day nonreturns from first 
and second services was per cent. 1950, 
this figure was raised 69. 

“These better results,” said Professor 
Mead, due improved methods both 
field and laboratory work.”

Public Health Veterinary Policy California 


The California State Department Public 
Health developed veterinary public health 
policy March, 1950, which has been approved 
the Director Public Health. This policy 
was adopted the department after studies 
had been made public health problems and 
hazards California that are part full 
due animal-borne diseases. Consideration 
was given the role veterinarians pro- 
grams aimed the control these public 
health problems and hazards. The decision was 
made that adopting this policy, efficiently 
carried out, veterinarians will furnish valuable 
assistance public health programs.

STATE CALIFORNIA 
DEPARTMENT PUBLIC HEALTH 
PUBLIC HEALTH VETERINARY POLICY 
Approved by the Director of Public Health, 
Wilton L. Halverson, M.D., March 3, 1950. 


1. Objectives of Public Health Veterinary Program 
In general, the objectives of Public Health Veterinary 
Medicine are to assist in the prevention of the trans- 
mission of animal diseases to man. 


a. Scope—Determine through investigations and 
epidemiological studies the extent and public 
health significance of those diseases of animals 
transmissible to man in California; to develop in 
conjunction with other agencies appropriate 
methods and necessary activities to prevent the 
transmission of such diseases. 

. ResearcH—Determine etiology and methods of 
spread, modes of transmission, and means of 
control for those diseases of animals transmis- 
sible to man on which such information is in- 
adequate; and evaluate treatments of such dis- 
eases Which may be a necessary part of a control 
program. 

ProcRaMS—Plan and encourage, coordinate and 
participate in programs for the control of those 
diseases in animals affecting man, based on es- 
tablished procedures, and improve existing pro- 
grams which are ineffective or inadequate; serve 
as a liaison with other agencies which have the 
primary responsibility for such programs, and 
stimulate, encourage and cooperate with such 
agencies. 

CoorRDINATION—Coordinate veterinary activities 
of various official and non-official agencies con- 
cerned with problems of diseases of animals 
affecting man. 

EpucaTIoNn—Dissemination of general knowledge 
relative to diseases of animals transmissible to 
man and methods of approaching specific veter- 
inary public health problems. 
RECRUITMENT—Recruitment, training and assign- 
ment of veterinary personnel in accordance with 
the personnel and training policies of this De- 
partment. 

2. Responsibilities of the Public Health Veteri- 
narian. In general, he is responsible for planning and 
initiating the veterinary aspects of programs directed 
toward preventing the transmission of animal diseases 
man. 

Stimulate the reporting animal diseases com- 
municable to man to official agencies by private 
veterinarians or other persons that suspect such 
diseases. 
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b. Supervise current routine epidemiological in- 
vestigation of these diseases as occurring in ani- 
mals and to obtain laboratory specimens from 
animals for diagnostic purposes. 

. Plan, direct, and operate special short-term epi- 

demiological studies in this field. 
Plan and operate in cooperation with other 
agencies (Local, State, Federal) research prob- 
lems on a state-wide scale as they relate to the 
diseases in animals communicable to man that 
are particularly pertinent to California. 

. Consult with local health agencies, veterinarians 

and other agencies on clinical and laboratory 
diagnosis of diseases of animals transmissible to 
man and to recommend programs for preven- 
tion and control of such diseases. 
Plan, initiate, and supervise the work of per- 
sonnel in public health programs, involving con- 
trol of animal diseases affecting man such as 
rabies, brucellosis, psittacosis and equine en- 
cephalomyelitis. 

Act liaison capacity between the State De- 
partment of Public Health, State Department of 
Agriculture, School of Veterinary Medicine (Uni- 
versity of California), private veterinarians and 
veterinarians of other agencies. 

. Serve as advisor and consultant to other sec- 
tions of the State Department of Public Health 
on matters pertaining to veterinary medicine. 
Coordinate all activities of the Department of 
Public Health relating to diseases of animals 
affecting man and other veterinary problems. 


3. Administration and Assignment. In accordance 
with the responsibilities enumerated, the following 
administrative policies are outlined: 


a. All public health activities relating to the vet- 

erinary aspects of diseases of animals affecting 
man and other veterinary problems shall be co- 
ordinated through the proper channels to the 
Public Health Veterinary Unit of Acute Com- 
municable Disease Service. 
The head of the Veterinary Unit of Acute Com- 
municable Disease Service is responsible for the 
over-all personnel management and technical 
supervision of all veterinarians employed by or 
loaned the Department. Direction their 
day-to-day activity may be delegated to pro- 
gram directors, subject to regular review for con- 
formance with Departmental policy. 


Public Health Field for 
Veterinarians 


With some diseases animals now recog- 
nized transmissible human beings, veteri- 
narians are urgently needed public health 
work. 

Dr. Franklin Clark Auburn, Ala., told 
the AVMA convention that eventually the 
nation will require about 2,000 veterinarians 
for public health duties alone. 

Their work will range from inspecting meat 
and milk supplies rabies control and scien- 
tific research.

The tabulation shows a marked increase in reports 
of Cysticercus bovis over previous months. This was 
due to adoption of a new procedure in July, 1950, re- 
quiring meat inspectors in slaughter houses under 
State inspection to report on special forms every case 
of this condition to this Division. This form includes 
detailed information such as character of lesions, 
disposition of carcass, description, marks and brands 
of the animal and name and address of previous 
owner. Every case requiring refrigeration, cooking or 
condemnation is reported to the Supervising Veteri- 
narian in charge of the district in which the animal 
originated in order that investigation can be made 
and proper sanitary procedures put into effect.

Endocrinologic Aspects

There has probably been time history 
when reproductive problems dairy practice 
have actually been such outstanding problems. 
not that they were non-existent before 
nor because are less capable han- 
dling them. Sterility more pressing matter 
because our dairy industry has been revolu- 
tionized. The cow has become specialized 
machine and her value has increased tremen- 
dously. Feed expensive and the dairyman 
cannot afford let her ride along for year 
then sell her she doesn’t get calf. 
The advent artificial insemination, herd 
improvement associations, and the educational 
efforts our agricultural schools and farm 
advisors have resulted dairymen who keep 
records and realize for the first time just how 
much costs when cows fail conceive when 
they should. Furthermore, they are made cog- 
nizant the individual cows that are giving 
them trouble. Moreover, brucellosis can 
longer take the blame for most reproductive 
failures and must look elsewhere. 

Where then shall look? shall not tarry 
the importance good history con- 
sidering each case reproductive difficulty 
but shall pass the physical examination. 
The manual examination animals per rec- 
tum perhaps the most fruitful source 
information. Not only must one become profi- 
cient determining pregnancy early 
date but one must also able estimate the 
functional state the ovaries and detect 
pathological conditions the tubes and uterus. 
When irremedial pathologic entities are found 
time and money are not wasted useless 
treatment. Once detected, such cases are 
longer problem for they must necessity 
the butcher. This leaves with large 
group animals with demonstrable ana- 
tomic barriers but which not conceive. Since 
have our disposal assortment 
natural synthetic endocrine products with 
varying activities excitement and depres- 
sion the genital organs well whole 
endocrine organ (the corpus luteum) which 
can often extirpated will, natural 
that should turn the use hormones 
our search for remedial measures. Perhaps 
field veterinary therapeutics more con- 
fusing because multiplicity terminology 
and contradiction recommended usages. 
therefore fitting that stop for moment 
consider the sources and activities these

peutic usage. Asdell! recently summarized 
hormone sources and activities much the 
following manner. 


Pituitary Hormones 


The anterior pituitary produces several hor- 
mones directly influencing the reproductive 
system. 

(a) The follicle stimulating hormone 
(F.S.H.) causes growth the Graffian follicle 
and stimulates production estrogen until the 
estrogen level raises sufficiently depress 
pituitary production F.S.H. the male 
stimulates spermatogenesis. Horse pitu- 
itary particularly high F.S.H. content. 

(b) The high estrogen level just prior 
ovulation causes regression F.S.H. produc- 
tion and allows the pituitary produce the 
luteinizing horfnones. The luteinizing hormone 
(L.H.) causes ovulation ripe Graffian fol- 
licle and formation the corpus luteum. 
the male L.H. causes secretion testosterone. 
Sheep and pig pituitaries are especially high 
L.H. content. 

(c) seems probable that third pituitary 
hormone produced simultaneously with L.H. 
This one, called L.T.H. luteotropic hormone, 
prolactin causes the corpus luteum pro- 
duce progesterone. High-levels progesterone 
probably are antagonistic pituitary L.H. and 
L.T.H. production they are depressed and 
F.S.H. again produced start new cycle. 

These hormones are all proteins and are un- 
likely synthesized for long time. 

Gonadotropins are also obtained from other 
sources than the pituitary. 

(a) Chorionic from 
urine pregnant women. predominately 
luteinizing. 

(b) Human ovariectomy menopause 
urine. predominately follicle stimulating. 

(c) Equine gonadotropin (P.M.S.) from 
blood serum mares pregnant 150 days 
pregnancy. predominately follicle 
stimulating. 

Sex Steroids 


These are made the hormones pro- 
duced the gonads. 

(a) Estrogens are produced the theca in- 
terna cells the follicle and cause the psychic 
symptoms estrus, increase the vascularity 
the endometrium, and activate the myome- 
trium. Estradiol the most potent. These

hormones also cause the pituitary change 
from F.S.H. L.H. secretion. 

(b) Progesterone, secreted the corpus 
luteum causes glandular growth the endo- 
metrium and inhibits estrogen activity. 
necessary for implantation the embryo and 
maintenance pregnancy for variable 
length time. Progesterone may obtained 
from the corpus luteum may synthe- 
sized. quite expensive. 

(c) Androgens. The most potent androgen 
testosterone. responsible for secondary 
male sex characteristics and libido. pro- 
duced the testis and adrenal. The chief 
commercial source from male urine. 


Synthetic Estrogens 


The synthetic estrogens can inexpensively 
produced and have the advantage not being 
destroyed the tract they can 
administered the feed. Their biological 
properties appear identical with the na- 
tural estrogens. 

(a) Diethystilbestrol. Stilbestrol, along with 
the natural estrogens, oil soluble and slowly 
absorbed and excreted. 

(b) Dienestrol new synthetic estrogen 
which more water soluble and therefore has 
more rapid and shorter action. being 
tried extensively and may hear more about 
it. 

Other Hormones 

(a) Oxytocin induces uterine contractions, 
especially myometrium sensitized estro- 
gens. 

(b) Thyroxin produced the pituitary 
essential for the well being all tissues in- 
cluding the ovaries and pituitary. The possi- 
bility that various degrees hypothyroidism 
may linked with some our occult breed- 
ing problems being given increasing atten- 
tion. 

Endocrine Therapy 


With the activities the various hormones 
fairly well defined should simple matter 
apply them effectively. Such, however, has 
not proved the case. There long step 
between the findings physiologists and 
fruitful clinical application. This particu- 
larly true endocrinology and the dairy prac- 
titioner. The endocrinologist severely handi- 
capped attempting work with cattle for 
suitable methods for assaying circulating es- 
trogens and have not yet been de- 
vised. are therefore forced assume that 
endocrine activities the cow are much 
they are certain other species. 

One thing out reviewing the use 
any particular hormone for some the 
conditions met with practice. When several 
reports are studied one form therapy seldom 
stands out above the others and none them 
seem leave with greater percentage 
recoveries than could expected untreated 


controls. All recommendations should re- 
ceived with considerable reserve. With this 
thought mind let proceed few prob- 
lems and see can map out logical 
treatment. 


Anestrus 


Anestrus usually accompanied some 
degree ovarian hypoplasia the heifer 
well sexual infantilism. the mature cow 
the ovaries are found inactive with little 
follicle development and are often quite 
fibrous. One would logically 
pituitary gonadotropin stimulation inade- 
quate and should supplied. pointed out 
work normal heifers injection 
follicle stimulating hormone followed 
few days luteinizing hormone intrave- 
nously can expected bring about 
ovulation small follicles are present. the 
absence these, the treatment failed. This 
sequence treatment seems logical any but 
has not received widespread trial. 


Many respond chorionic gonado- 
tropin, about 2500 (IU) given I.V. injec- 
tion pregnant mare serum. Also many cases 
not. Probably the spontaneous recovery 
rate not greatly altered. P.M.S. injected 
when corpus luteum exists, excessive 
dosages, said cause cysts. When injected 
following extirpation the corpus luteum, 
multiple ovulations may follow. 

The theory that large dose estrogen may 
the pituitary into activity open 
question. Though may work sometimes 
far from satisfactory. 


fat beef heifers with anestrus and sexual 
infantilism, postulates that hypo- 
thyroidism may the basic disturbance. 
advocates giving 3-5 gr. dessicated thyroid 
daily accompanied and mg. dosages 
estrogen 4-day intervals, then mg. 
weekly thereafter until the uterus shows suffi- 
cient development. Weekly 1000 (R.U.) doses 
follicle stimulating hormone are started 
with the third estrogen injection and continued 
one week after estrogens are stopped. Exer- 
cise and nutrition should adequate, over-fat 
animals should kept alfalfa hay and 
water only. Watch for estrus and breed. 


Silent Heats 


Unless frequent examinations are made, 
cows exhibiting sMent heats are likely 
confused with those having retained corpus 
luteum. any event, expressing the corpus 
luteum often results appearance estrus 
4-5 days, estrus may induced in- 
jecting estrogens. The heifer then bred 
the succeeding estrus. should emphasized 
that best results are obtained the cow not 
bred until the estrus period following that 
produced hormones.

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LARGE ANIMALS DEPARTMENT 


10-year-old thoroughbred mare was pre- 
sented for diagnosis and treatment. History 
indicated that this mare had been afflicted for 
approximately nine months. The first symp- 
tom noted was epistaxis from the left 
nostril. This was followed expiratory dysp- 
nea, which increased progressively. 

Upon clinical examination was found that 
temperature, appetite, and general condition 
were normal except for the bulging the 
maxilla and nasal bones the left side. The 
height the maxilla the point the great-

est curvature was above that the nasal 
bones. Breathing was very audible and was 
performed through the right nostril, the left 
nostril was apparently occluded. 
mucus discharge from the right nostril was 
noted. 

exploratory operation was performed, 
which consisted opening the maxillary sinus 
with very fine trephine. Four six ounces 
mucoid fluid were discharged through the 
opening. Insertion probe disclosed that 
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Malignant Tumor the Sinuses Horse 
CHARLES REID, D.V.M. 


the sinus was filled with tissue. tentative 
diagnosis sarcoma was made. 

radical operation was attempted the fol- 
lowing day. The operation was carried out 
with the horse standing position. Local 
anesthesia was used which included blocking 
the infraorbital nerve. Two trephine open- 
ings were made, one into the maxillary sinus 
and one into the nasal cavity, and the open- 
ings were enlarged with bone forceps. was 
found that extensive tumor occupied both 
sections the maxillary sinus, the frontal 
sinus, and the nasal cavity. The extension 
the tumor into the nasal cavity had pushed 
the turbinate bones against the nasal septum, 
occluding the nasal passage. interesting 
feature this case was that the partition be- 
tween the dorsal and ventral portions the 
maxillary sinus had been destroyed, had the 
bony infraorbital canal. The infraorbital nerve 
was completely denuded covering and could 
felt crossing the sinus. 

Further surgery was abandoned due ex- 
tensive hemorrhage and possible malignancy. 
biopsy was made and the material submitted 
spindle-cell sarcoma. This report was sub- 
mitted the owner who granted permission 
for euthanasia. 

The autopsy was conducted Dr. 
Crandall the Los Angeles County Livestock 
Department. reported large tumor the 
left maxillary and frontal sinuses, extending 
into the nasal cavity. The tumor stemmed from 
the lateral side the maxillary sinus just 
below the orbit. 


Borden Award 


For his work developing 
treatment for calf diphtheria, once highly 
fatal disease young cattle, Dr. James Far- 
quharson Colorado College was 
given the $1,000 Borden Award the national 
convention the American Veterinary Medi- 
cal Association. 

Before Dr. demonstrated the 
effectiveness sulfapyridine treating the 
disease, most animals died when attacked 
calf diphtheria, despite surgery and other ef- 
forts save them. 

Dr. Farquharson, who professor sur- 
gery and clinics Colorado M.’s veteri- 
nary medical school, also was cited for his 
pioneering research 1938 into postparturient 
hemoglobinuria cattle, disease that was 
then virtually unknown the United States. 


Under the date line September 12, 1950, 
communication from Dr. Hardenbergh 
the secretaries the state veterinary medi- 
cal associations was issued regarding (a) pri- 
orities calling veterinary reserve officers 
active duty; (b) legislation induction 
medical, dental and allied specialists; (c) ad- 
visory committees procurement and assign- 
ment and civil defense. 

Under (a) priorities, Dr. Hardenbergh 
called attention enclosed copy direc- 
tive dated September 1950, from Secretary 
Defense Johnson the Secretaries the 
Army, Navy, and Air Force and noted that 
although veterinary reserve officers are not 
specifically mentioned, representative the 
Surgeon General the conference informed 
Dr. Coffee, Dr. Van Houweling and Dr. Hard- 
enbergh the Third Regional Meeting the 
Council National Emergency Medical Serv- 
ice the American Medical Association held 
Chicago, September 10, 1950, that the di- 
rective was intended cover such officers and 
that, operation, will. 


“First Priority: Medical and dental reserve officers 
who were V-12 or ASTP participants, and who have 
had no prior military service as commissioned medical 
or dental officers. It is desired that substantially all 
this group of officers be called before calls are made 
to the individuals in the second priority. 

“Second Priority: Medical and dental reserve officers 
who were V-12 or ASTP participants, and who have 
had prior military service. These individuals will be 
classified by numbers of months of previous active 
duty, and will be called in inverse order of the num- 
ber of months of previous active duty they have to 
their credit. It is desired that substantially all of 
this group of officers be called before calls are made 
to the individuals in the third priority. 

“Third Priority: Other reserve officers. 

Exceptions: Exceptions may be made to the above 
priorities in the case of medical reserve officers who 
have not yet completed twelve full months of medical 
internship. These individuals, if actively pursuing a 
medical internship, will be granted a delay in call-up 
until they have completed a total of twelve full 
months. 

“Additionally, in special cases, where a military de- 
partment can show a military need for the services of 
a particular individual or group of individuals with 
special qualifications whose prior service might other- 
wise tend to warrant their delay in call-up under the 
policy enunciated above, exceptions may be made s0 
authorize their recall duty, but they only 
after obtaining the approval the Director Medi- 
cal Services. 

“Attention is invited to the memorandum of 20 
July 1950 addressed to the Secretaries of the military 
departments by which the military services were au- 
thorized to make calls into the Federal service of 
certain organized units and of individual members of 
the Reserve. The second paragraph of that memoran- 
dum indicated that advance notice the pro- 
posed issuance of orders of categories of specialists 
the Reserve was required. keeping with that 
directive, desire specific notification all plans 
with reference to future calls to be made for all 
medical and dental officers, and I wish to receive 
them sufficiently advance the proposed publica- 
tion of orders so that they can be reviewed in my 
office. 

“In addition, to the extent that medical and dental 
reserve officers who are not members of organized

reserve units have heretofore been ordered to duty 
but have not yet reported for duty, in a priority order 
other than the one set out above, I want the Secre- 
tary of each of the military departments to review its 
procedures in issuing such calls, in order to eliminate 
inequities to the maximum possible extent. 

“The Director of Medical Services will request in- 
formation from the military departments which will 
permit me to be kept fully informed monthly of the 
status of all medical and dental personnel called to 
active duty. 


/8/ JOHNSON.” 


Under (b) legislation, Dr. Hardenbergh 
says, probably have noted the papers 
that the President has signed the bill amend 
the Selective Service Act 1948 provide 
for special registration, classification and in- 
duction medical, dental, and allied specialist 
categories who have not yet reached the age 
bill states: ‘For the purposes this Act, the 
term “allied specialist categories” shall in- 
clude, but not limited to, veterinarians, 
optometrists, pharmacists, and osteopaths.’”

(3) To advise and cooperate with the Civil Defense 
organizations that are now being set up in many 
states, with special reference veterinary aspects 
Civil Defense planning, and other matters of an 


emergency nature that may confront the veterinary 
profession.

Selective Service 


Along with everyone else, veterinarians who 
are years age must register with 
Selective Service. Under the law, draft boards 
are authorized defer their induction, not 
because they are veterinarians but because 
they are considered essential civilian wel- 
fare. Draft boards are not required grant 
such deferment, but may long 
public welfare through research, teaching 
essential government service. 

These provisions not apply reserve 
officers who, course, are subject direct 
military orders.

Service Corps officers residing in communities the 
health which you find would unduly jeopardized 


if such officers were to be ordered to extended active 
duty.

ASTP Trainees 


Dear Doctor: Due the expansion the 
Army, veterinarians are needed the Veteri- 
nary Corps. Since voluntary applications for 
commission and active duty have not met the 
requirements, Veterinary Corps Reserve 
Officers are being called active duty without 
their consent. 


During the AVMA convention last week, the 
Executive Board and House Representatives 
directed this office send letter all 
veterinarians who were the ASTP and were 
not called for active duty during the last war. 
According Army records you are this 
category. was the unanimous opinion 
both these official bodies that all veterinarians 
who received the benefits the ASTP, and 
have not been active duty, have moral 
obligation volunteer for commission and 
active duty the Veterinary Corps. The deans 
the American colleges veterinary medi- 
cine also adopted resolution endorsing this 
action. 

Bills have been passed Congress amend 
the Selective Service Act that certain pro- 
fessional, specialist, and technical personnel 
will required register with draft boards 
and subject induction. hearings held, 
statements filed from the AVMA supporting 
the general principles the legislation had 
the approval the House Representatives 
and the Executive Board. Every effort was 
made provide opportunity for those who 
are called apply for commissions. was 
also urged that veterinarians called only 
required the Army and Air Force and that 
equitable distribution veterinarians 
maintained between civilian and military pur- 
suits. 

The American Medical and American Dental 
Associations have openly expressed the fol- 
lowing policy which the same the AVMA 
stand: Doctors who were deferred from mili- 
tary service complete their professional 
education and who did not serve active 
duty during World War have definite 
moral and patriotic obligation that has not 
been discharged. When part their profes- 
sional education was government expense, 
their obligation even greater. Therefore, 
any call for professional men for military serv- 
ice, those who were deferred and particularly 
those under the ASTP should the first called 
active duty. Obviously, this the intent 
the draft laws for professional men which 
have been introduced Congress. 

We, therefore, urge you discharge this 
obligation volunteering for commission 
and active duty. completing the form be- 
low and sending the Veterinary Division, 
either the Office the Surgeon General, De- 
partment the Army, Main Navy 


Washington 25, C., Office the SG, 
Headquarters, Air Force, Washington 25, 
C., you will sent promptly applications 
for commissions. call Washington, C., 
Republic 7400, Ext. 62477 for more information 
about Army commissions; and Liberty 5-6700, 
Ext. 72069 71480 for information about Air 
Force commissions. 

The AVMA will everything possible 
prevent having veterinarians serve the 
Armed Forces except commissioned officers. 
is, however, the opinion the vast majority 
our members that you and others your 
category have obligation your country 
and profession.

Unfortunately, the CALIFORNIA VETERINARIAN 
does not reach this Royal College until some 
time after publication, have only just had 
the opportunity reading the March-April 
number, and your very interesting article 
the early history the California Veterinary 
College. especially interesting the 
Royal College Veterinary Surgeons because 
the numerous mentions members this 
Royal College who played some little part 
the early veterinary history your state. 

Your personal account Major Bowhill was 
extremely interesting and the end the para- 
graph says “He apparently left the state about 
that time.” may interest the readers the 
CALIFORNIA VETERINARIAN, and anyhow 
interest your historical records, have 
copy the following Obituary, which was 
published the “Veterinary Record” the 
May, 1926: 


“We regret to inform our readers that we have re- 
ceived from Captain W. Hay, Durban, South Africa, 
news of the death at that place of Captain T. Bowhill, 

“Captain Bowhill died the Sanatorium, Durban, 
on the ist of September last, following an operation, 
aged 68. 

“I had a good deal to do with him latterly,” writes 
Captain Hay, “and was with him at the last. I ar- 
ranged, with two other members of the profession, 
Mr. J. Chalmers, M.R.C.V.8., in charge of Meat Export, 
and Mr. Dykins, Government Veterinary Officer at 
Durban, to attend the obsequies, so that the profes- 
sion was represented at the burial of this distin- 
guished member. Captain Bowhill was, besides being 
the author of his treatise on Bacteriology, at one time 
Professor of Anatomy at Williams’ College, Leith 
Walk, Edinburgh; he served as a veterinary officer in 
the Boer and late war (in charge of Remount Depot, 
Park Royal), practiced America and Canada (San 
Francisco, where, during the '06 earthquake he was 
nearly ruined, and Vancouver). After the war he 
came to Uganda with a Government appointment in 
the Veterinary Division, and latterly retired Dur- 
ban. 

“Captain Bowhill was a man of a very strong and 
independent character, but of a generous tempera- 
ment. If he was embarrassingly outspoken, his views, 
especially on professional matters, were usually 
worth attention; and this note appears 
much an appreciation as a plain obituary notice, it 
is because in a country of few convictions and less 
courage, his personality was refreshing and real. He 
retained his interest in matters relating to bacteriol- 
ogy the last, but music was his main interest— 
and, to indicate the active nature of his mind and 
temperament, in spite of his age and consequent 
physical disabilities, he had, after coming to Durban, 
taken the study the ‘cello under accom- 
plished teacher and had acquired a considerable 
proficiency.” 


You will notice that called “Captain.” 
not sure why this was known 
your country “Major.” may that 
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was Major the Boer War, and volun- 
teering for service the 1914-18 war may 
only have been given the rank Captain. 

may interest your records that 
graduated the new College Edinburgh 
the 29th April, 1886, and that gained the 
distinction Fellowship the Royal College 
Veterinary Surgeons the 28th May, 1891. 
The New College Edinburgh was rival in- 
stitution the Royal (Dick) Veterinary Col- 
lege, Edinburgh, and eventually the New 
College Edinburgh migrated Liverpool from 
which has sprung the present Veterinary 
School the University Liverpool. 

However, Dr. Skaife apparently fin- 
ished his career outside your state and the 
following information may interest 
you. died the 3rd October, 1947, appar- 
ently somewhere the Southern States, in, 
believe, North Carolina. His death was no- 
tified Lt. Col. Stuart Rolland, 470 St. 
Francis Xavier St., Montreal, Canada. There 
one point about Dr. Skaife. You state that 
graduated from Edinburgh. fact, 
graduated from the Royal Veterinary College 
and Hospital London the 16th May, 1890.

Miami Beach, Florida, August 21-24, 1950 


The House Representatives convened 
August 20, 1950, the Municipal Auditorium 
Miami Beach, Florida. Future conventions 
the American Veterinary Medical Associa- 
tion were scheduled follows: 1951 Mil- 
waukee, Wisconsin, August 20-23; 1952 At- 
lantic City, New Jersey; 1953 Toronto, 
Canada; 1954 Seattle, Washington, extended 
invitation from the floor the House 
Representatives. However, was not acted 
the executive board. 

The 15th International Veterinary Congress 
will held Stockholm, Sweden, August 
9-15, 1953. 

discussion was held regarding life mem- 
bership the AVMA. requested, members 
good standing the AVMA for years, 
and years age, may become life members 
satisfactory the executive board. These 
members cannot hold office, but have all other 
rights membership. 

Doctors Notaris and Linden, both 
New Rochelle, New York, were dropped 
from membership for unethical practices 
the New York state association. This associa- 
tion recommended they dropped from the 
AVMA. The AVMA had other alternative. 
Doctors Morris and Brockman 
Cleveland, Ohio, who were not members 
their state association, were also dropped from 
AVMA membership because unethical prac- 
tices. 

The executive secretary reported that the 
total membership the AVMA for 1950 
10,323, which increase 623 members 
over last year. also stated that per cent 
graduating students join the AVMA. Cali- 
fornia still leads all states AVMA member- 
ship, with total 809; New York next 
with 604 members. There were deaths 
among members last year. 

During the last half century the AVMA has 
grown tremendously, evidenced the fol- 
lowing figures: Membership 1900 was 384; 
1941, 6,657; and 1950, 10,323. 

Current dues the AVMA are paid for 
per cent the membership; 457 members are 
delinquent one year with their dues; 359 are 
delinquent two years; and 133 are delinquent 
three years. 

Mr. Robert Henley, biochemist, United States 
Bureau Animal Industry; Benjamin Swartz, 
Ph.D., parasitologist, United States Bureau 
Animal Industry, and Mr. Becker, kennel edi- 
tor the Chicago Tribune, were proposed for 
honorary membership. has been the policy 
the AVMA elect only one such member 
each year, and Mr. Henley was selected.

The Gerney bill requires the 
registration all veterinarians years 
age. Under this bill, deferment will 
granted those who teach, research workers, 
and those who are regarded absolutely es- 
sential their community.

new antidote proving valuable sav- 
ing the lives animals poisoned arsenic. 

Dr. George Edds Texas Col- 
lege’s veterinary medical school said the 
AVMA convention the drug BAL (Brit- 
ish Anti-Lewisite), developed during World 
War treat human beings the event 
poison gas attack. 

Texas trials has been used save the 
lives horses and cattle accidentally poisoned 
arsenic, Dr. Edds said. 

Farm animals are frequent victims the 
poison, said, because careless use ar- 
senic treating grains, preparing livestock 
dips, and weed-spraying operations. 

Containers for arsenical powders and solu- 
tions also are poisoning source since they are 
often left where animals can lick them, 
said. 

BAL’s action seems come from its ability 
combine with atoms arsenic. When the 
arsenic atoms combine with BAL, new, 
easily-excreted compound formed.

The problem the cow with cystic ovaries 
with without symptoms nymphomania 
becoming increasingly acute. For years the 
best method therapy has been manual rup- 
ture the cysts. the opinion that 
drying the cows helpful adjunct such 
therapy and that turning such cows out 
pasture with bull will result many them 
conceiving. More recently chorionic gonado- 
tropin has been used. recommends 
rupture the cysts together with the intra- 
venous administration 5000 I.U. chorionic 
gonadotropin plus another 5000 I.U. 
hours. Sheep pituitary extract may used 
instead the chorionic gonadotropin. 
found that sheep, sheep pituitary cause 
luteinization injected I.V., follicle formation 
injected subcutaneously. Drastic drops 
milk production sometimes occur unless cysts 
are ruptured the time treatment with 
chorionic gonadotropin, either alone 
combination with other hormones. Obviously, 
there plenty room for improved methods 
treating such cases. 

Otto Sweden differentiates the 
nymphomania caused cystic ovaries from 
that caused adrenal virilism which case 
the cows are more bullish action and ap- 
pearance and have enlarged clitoris. 


Repeat Breeders 

Cows with regular irregular heat periods 
with palpable abnormalities but which still 
fail conceive present difficult problems. 
Some these are probably relatively infertile 
and bred relatively infertile bull fail 
conceive, whereas bred very fertile bull 
conception results. 

Tanabe and made important con- 
tribution our knowledge repeat breeder 
cows. They studied 104 apparently normal 
cows which failed conceive after four 
more breedings. Fifty-two cows were slaugh- 
tered three days after breeding order 
determine whether fertilization had taken 
place. Fifty-two were slaughtered days fol- 
lowing insemination determine the fate 
the embryo. this group they found failure 
fertilization 39.7 per cent, early embry- 
onic mortality 39.2 per cent, and normal

the first study, whether not cows re- 


acted brucellosis agglutination tests made 
little difference. the second study, cows hav- 
ing positive agglutination reaction had the 
higher embryonic death rate. worthy 
note that found that actual implanta- 
tion the cow takes place about 33-34 days, 
the embryo being maintained uterine secre- 
tions until then. 

Interestingly enough and co- 
workers published similar early embryonic 
mortality the case swine. 

seems now well established that early 
embryonic death plays important role 
occult sterility cases. What about 
something else again. The failure implanta- 
tion suggests progesterone deficiency 
critical period the gestation. Injections 
progesterone during the first month following 
breeding might possibly value but un- 
doubtedly would expensive. pituitary 
L.H. deficient, several small doses chori- 
onic gonadotropin might also benefit. 
Since much less expensive there are some 
cases which practitioner could afford 
try it. Another possible cause endometrial 
damage due previous infection, about which 
little could done. 

Much more could said about sterility 
problems and the use hormones the 
treatment sterility but have said enough 
indicate the vast amount confusion there is. 
Most clinical reports lack adequate controls 
that the spontaneous recovery rate seldom 
known. often discouraging give our 
results critical evaluation. Yet should 
not too disheartened for there are many 
cases can definitely help and our knowl- 
edge endocrine influences has grown rapidly 
during the past ten years. There reason 
believe the confusion today will give way 
the enlightenment tomorrow.
